Plan To Deter 
Dairy,Livestock 


MenAnnounced 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27-——(#)— 
The War Man Power Commission 
announced today a program de- 
signed to hold dairy, livestock and 


poultry farmers in their work 
through draft deferment, wage sta- 
bilization and an effort to ban 
their employment in other work. 

The program, adding still other 
control factors in setting up the 
broadest plan yet adopted to ease 
the manpower shortage affecting 
production deemed vital to the war 
effort, called for: 

1. Local draft boards to grant 
occupational deferment to neces- 
sary men on essential farms of 
these three types and to withdraw 
it if they ceased to perform the 
work for which it was granted. 


Army, Navy Role. 


2. The Army and Navy to re- 
frain from recruiting such work- 
ers or accepting them for volun- 
tary enlistment. 

3. All other employers to *re- 
frain from hiring skilled workers 
who have been engaged in these 
three types of farm production. 

4. The Agriculture Department 
to “act toward stabilizing wages 
on dairy, livestock and poultry 
farms with a view to assisting 
those farmers in securing and 
maintaining an adequate supply of 
labor.” 

5. The department to “take nec- 
essary steps to control sale of dairy 
cows for slaughter so as to check 
a trend which is threatening to 
reduce dairy production.” 

: Other Points. 

In addition, the WMC said the 
program for building dairy, live- 
stock and poultry production in- 
cluded plans for aiding producers 
in building up livestock, training 
unskilled workers, buying or rent- 
ing more productive farms, and 
job .placement service for skilled 
farm operators and laborers along 
with aid in transporting them to

Action at Sea. 

At Sea: 

Two Japanese destroyers were 
sunk; a battleship was hit; a cruis- 
er was badly damaged; a destroyer 
was damaged. New hits were 
scored on two previously damaged 
cruisers and an American torpedo 
found its way into the hull of a 
previously damaged enemy air- 
craft carrier. 

Military men emphasized the 
extreme importance of the fighting 
ashore. Marines and Army men 
were apparently determined to 
hold the airfield on Guadalcanal at 
all costs. This flying field, con- 
structed by and seized from the 
Japanese, was called the key to 
all the fighting. 

Should it be lost, it was said, 
the American cause might suffer 
an irreparable blow, for it had a 
bearing upon both mM land and 
sea fighting. Some of. the’planes 
which sank or damaged enemy war 
vessels were operating érom Gau« 
dalcanal, In one inStance planes 
believed based there came quickly 
to the rescue of two American 
minesweepers which had been en- 
gaged by three Japanese destroy- 
ers near Guadalcanal. Two of the 
latter were sunk. 

Two Ships Cunk, 

At sea, the Japanese apparently 
had fairly secure control of the 
sealanes in and around the Solo- 
mons, for an enemy destroyer 
penetrated close enough to Tulagi 
harbor to sink the U, S. fleet tug 
Seminole and an harbor patrol 
boat—the only American § ship 
losses announced in tonight’s com- 
munique. 

Otherwise, small task forces— 
both American and Japanese—ap- 
parently were playing hide-and- 
seek in the general neighborhood 
of the archipelago, and occasion- 
ally joining action. 

Those in a position to know said 
that the results of the battle were 
still far from conclusive and that 
it continued unabated. 

The sinking ofthe Seminole and 
the patrol boat occurred on the 
morning of October 25. The Japa- 
nese destroyer hardly escaped un- 
scathed, however. American shore 
batteries scored three hits on the 
vessel. Then Grumman “Wildcats,” 
Navy fighting planes from Gua- 
dalcanal, strafed and further dam- 
aged the destroyer. 

Later in the morning, the com- 
munique continued, an American 
Fiying Fortress set out on a 
searching mission. It was attacked 
by six Japanese Zero fighters. 
One Zero was shot down. The 
Fortress returned safely. 

The engagement between the 
minesweepers and the destroyers 
occurred near Guadalcanal. Out- 
gunned by the very nature of the 
battle, the minesweepers appar- 
ently radioed to the Guadalcanal 
airfield for assistance. 

Navy and Marine Corps dive-

CAIRO, Oct. 27—(#)—The Brit- 
ish Eighth Army, under the con- 


stantly roaring offensive support 
of the Allied air arm, broke fur- 
ther inside the main Axis desert 
positions today on a major ma- 
neuver calculated to funnel the 
armored columns to a decisive en- 
gagement with enemy tanks. 

So far the slugging showdown 
between the heavy ground forces 
had not begun after four days of 


initiative of the Allied forces. 

Minor tank engagements were 
reported, but they were inconclu- 
sive, and the preparatory tasks 
were left in the main to the in- 
fantry, which was clearing away 
a maze of obstacles over miles of 
sandy minefields and entangle- 
ments, and to the air forces which 
have been hammering relentlessly 
for a week or more at the Axis 
forward positions. 

The British communique did not 
mention tanks, reporting merely 
that Allied forces had extended 
their salient into the Axis defenses 
with the obvious intention of push- 
ing along the armored units for a 
wide-open contest with Rommel. 

The Allied Air Forces were so 
completely in command of the air 
on land and sea that they did 
extra duty against Axis counter- 
attacks on the ground. 

In all the intensified battle of 
the Mediterranean yesterday the 
Allies downed more than 20 planes 
at the cost of 10 of their own. Six- 
teen of the Axis craft were shot 
down over the desert, two more 
while trying to cover enemy sca 
transport along the coast and three 
more in the remote but vital fight 
ing over Maita, —

Finds Italians Weary

Born of violence and. expanded 


oil to its opponents, Fascism came to its 20th anniversary in Italy 
today, saddled with war and farther than ever from the “place in the 
sun” so proudly promised by Benito Mussolini. 

It was on October 28, 1922, that, 


the blackshirted Fascist. legions 
marched on Rome (Mussolini him- 
self entered by train) shouting 
their bombastic boasts of a rein- 
carnation of the glory of the an- 
cient Roman empire. 

But today was only a somber 
day of reckoning for Italy’s people, 
who have lived through 20 years 
of Fascistic war and preparations 
for war—and unrealized promises. 


Italians War-Weary. 
There was no glory for the 
armies of Il Duce—“The Chief”— 
once called Europe’s most benevo- 
lent dictator, but now a deluded 
little man reduced to the stature) 


of gauleiter to another dictator, 


named Hitler. oa 

For the war-weary Italian peo- 
ple Fascism has brought only im- 
poverishment, an influx of strange 
men, thousands of them, in the 
gaudy uniform of Hitler’s Gestapo 
and the realization that the war, 
instead of being won as Mussolini 
thought when he stabbed France 
in the back June 10, 1940, has only 
started. 

The British Air Force gave them 
a reminder of what lay ahead with 
the heaviest air raids of the war 
against Italian industries last 
week. Milan, Genoa, Turin, Sa- 
vona—all bear great scars left 
by these attacks and hundreds of 
victims lie in fresh-turned graves.

Nine Southern States: 
Represented at Par- 
ley Here. 


To develop a plan for the or- 
-derly marketing of southern vege- 
tables during the war emergency, 
agricultural leaders from nine 
southern states will open a two- 
day meeting in the Ansley hotel 
this morning. 

The meeting was called by 
James H. Palmer, Atlanta regional 
administrator for the Agricultural 
Marketing Administration. Repre- 
sentatives of state and federal 
farm agencies will attend the coa- 
ference. 

Palmer said “Southern vegeta- 
ble producers face increasingly se- 
rious problems caused by war con- 
ditions, in calling the session.” 
These problems,” he said, “may 
become acute in the winter 
‘months. Agriculture’s war goals 
‘call for increased vegetable pro- 
duction. The demand is good, 
but the difficulties of producing, 
harvesting and marketing the crop 
becomes greater every day. Short- 
ages of labor, lack of organized 
marketing, inadequacy of existing 
markets, decrease in the number 
of itinerant trucker-dealers, diffi- 
culties in transportation and pack- 
aging—these are some of the nuts 
we hope to crack in this meeting.”

Dramatic Story 
Of How Japs Sank 
Three U.S. Cruisers 


(Editor’s Note: The following eyewitness account of the naval 
battle in the Solomons in which the United States cruisers Quincy, 
Vincennes and Astoria and the Australian cruiser Canberra were 
sunk was ottained on the scene by Clark Lee, Associated Press 
war correspondent, before his return to this country.)

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To All Nations, 
Roosevelt Says

F.D.R. Allows Statement 


To Be Quoted Direct- 
ly for Emphasis. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—(#)— 
President Roosevelt said today in 
commenting on Wendell L. Will- 
kie’s radio address last night, that 
the Atlantic Charter “applies to 
all humanity.” | 

By way of emphasis, the Presi- 
dent permitted reporters at his 
press conference to quote his state- 
ment directly. He said: 

Said Same Before. 

“The Atlantic Charter applies to 
all humanity, as the secretary of 
state and I have said several 
times before.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, making that 
statement, said it was a matter of 
record and did not now constitute 
news, in response to a press con- 


ference reminder that Willkie had 


said that in some of the countries 
he visited in a round-the-world 
tour, a local and limited signifi- 
cance had been given to that char- 
ter. 

In response to a question, Mr. 
Roosevelt said he thought the 
word Atlantic referred to the fact 
the charter was drafted by him- 
self and Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, of Britain, during a 
conference on the Atlantic in the 
summer of 1941. 

Paraphrases Ad. 

On the general context of the 
Willkie address, the chief execu- 
tive said the easiest way to phrase 
his comment was to paraphrase an 
old cigaret advertisement—there 
isn’t a controversy in a carload of 
speeches. 

He repeated that paraphrase 
when he was asked whether he 
-felt Willkie supported his ob- 
jectives and again when a reporter 
inquired whether he agreed with 
most or all of the points Willkie 
made in his speech. 

There was considerable com- 
ment on Willkie’s speech in other 
quarters of the capital, however. 
Hull at his press conference re- 
plied to Willkie’s criticism of the 
administration’s attitude . toward 
India with a denial that it was 
indifferent and a statement that 
this country was watching for op- 
portunities that might develop. 

Answers Envoy Point. 

Hull also answered Willkie’s 
criticism that no envoy was in 
residence in the Arabic speaking 
countries with the explanation 
that Iraq was the only independ- 


ent Arab state and that a minis-| 


ter was maintained there. 

Representatives Patman, Demo- 
crat, Texas, and Rankin, Demo- 
crat, Mississippi, remarked in the 
house that Willkie’s address would 
prove harmful while Representa- 
tive Cox, Democrat, Georgia, con- 
tended that “the American public 
has taken the measure of Mr. 
Willkie and pays very little atten- 
tion to what he says.” 

Senator Gillette, Democrat, 
Iowa, said that “the speech was 
not tactful” while Senator Norris, 
Independent. Nebraska, question- 
ed the wisdom of opening a sec- 
ond front now. Senator Byrd, 
Democrat, Virginia, making a 
Navy Day address .at Norfolk, de- 
clared that Willkie should not “try 
to make political issues of war 
tartics.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27-—(P)— 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson, of 
the War Production Board, open- 
ing the first meeting of the news- 
paper industry advisory commit- 
tee here, told more than a score 
of newspaper executives today the 
industry would be called upon for 
further sacrifices. 

In a democracy, he said, the

| he did not define them, he referred 
in his 15-minute talk to newsprint, 
for which a cut ih production has 
been under consideration - for 
weeks, and to such other scarce 
materials as copper, zinc and 
chemicals. 

“TI feel sure that if the industry 
can be given all the facts, it will 
see the problem clearly and will 
accept curtailments as other in- 
dustries have,” Nelson said.

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Back last summer, the Staggered Hours 
program was put into effect because it was 
the best thing we could do to meet the greatly 
increased demand for transportation facilities, 


With the vehicles on hand and the few 
additional ones that could be obtained, we 
simply could. not have accommodated all of 
the workers who wanted to ride with us. That 
is, if they had all tried to come to work at 
about the same time—as in the past. 


Staggered Hours Adopted 


So, Staggered Hours were adopted to 


spread out the riding. 


The program, which was originated by 
the Chamber of Commerce, has worked won- 
derfully well because of the fine cooperation 
of the business firms and their employes and 
the public school officials and students who 
willingly changed their old habits to fit the 
transportation needs. 


‘As a result, the transportation system has 
been able to meet the needs of the people. 
It is true that cars have been crowded; it is 
true that riders have sometimes had to board 
the second or third car instead of the first 
ear. But nobody has been refused a ride. No- 
body’s rides have been rationed. Nobody has 
been told that he couldn’t ride as often as he 
wanted to. 

That’s what counts, and it’s no small 
accomplishment when you consider that rid- 
ing has increased by about 100,000 passen- 
gers each working day just in the past year. 

During the summer, with warm weather 


and long hours of daylight, Staggered Hours 
worked little discomfort or hardship. In fact, 
many people preferred going to work earlier 
and getting off earlier. 


With shorter days at hand and cold 
weather fast approaching, Staggered Hours 
will cause more inconvenience. Many alarm 
clocks are already ringing in the dark. 


More Essential Than Ever 


Staggered Hours are even more essential 
now than they were last summer. Some few 
establishments have already changed back to 


their old hours. This trend cannot continue 
without a serious threat to Atlanta’s whole 
transportation service. We must hold the line 
—all of us. We must make Staggered Hours 
work in the winter as well as in the summer. 
We must keep the gains that have been made 
—or inadequate, insufficient service will be 
the result. 


Fortunately, there are several items of 


good news that can be .reported: 


1. One new trackless trolley has just been 
received and another is in transit. Eleven 
others will be on the way just as soon as a 
few missing parts can be installed by the 
manufacturer. That’s a total of 13,new track- 
less trolleys which we are virtually certain to 
get. : 

2. Six more trackless trolleys have been 
approved for Atlanta by the War Production 
Board and the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion. We will get them as soon as the manu- 
facturers can make deliveries. 

3. Fourteen new, 44-passenger buses have 
been approved and should be delivered within 
a reasonable time. All 33 of these new 
vehicles ought to be in Atlanta by the end of 
the year—barring unforeseen shortages of 
materials or changes in the orders of the WPB 
or ODT. 


4, Eighteen second-hand street cars bought 
last summer will soon be ready for service.

These cars had to be rebuilt from trolley 
wheels to brake shoes so they would be in 
first class condition. There was difficulty in 
getling new parts—particularly in getting cop. 
per wire for electrical wiring. The parts are 
now in hand and the first of the cars will 
come out of the shop in another two weeks, 


With these developments, and with others 
euch as the Speed-Up stop program, it is now 
possible to predict that Atlanta’s transporta- 
tion system will continue to meet all of our 
needs, as far ahead as we can see. Provided 
the Staggered Hours program continues to 
work as well as it has in the past. 


ODT Policy Favors Atlanta 


We probably couldn't have obtained the 
33 new vehicles which have been allocated to 
Atlanta without Staggered Hours. ‘Transporta- 
tion companies all over the United States are 
trying to get new vehicles out of the very 
small number which the government is allows 
ing to be manufactured. 


Those cities, such as Atlanta, which are 
following the recommendations of the ODT 
with regard to getting the most service out 
of their existing vehicles, are receiving the 
most considerataion when they ask for more 
vehicles. One of the most important of the 
ODT’s recommendations—probably the most 
important—is Staggered Hours. If Atlanta 
had not adopted Staggered Hours, Atlanta 
would not have received as favorable a hear- 
ing when new buses and trackless trolleys 
were requested. 


The Staggered Hours program has re- 
ceived fine support from business men, pub- 


lic officials, and other employes. But it is the 


working men and women, those whose alarm 
clocks are ringing in the dark these mornings, 
who will determine, by the extent of their co- 
operation, whether Staggered Hours will work 
this winter.

The Truth Emerging 
For two months the Navy Department did 
not inform the American public of the sinking 
of three American cruisers in the Solomon Is- 
lands area. Excuse given for the delay was 
they did not want to inform the Japs of the 
facts until replacements had been made. 


It is now, bit by bit, being revealed that 
the loss of these cruisers was, at least partially, 
due to a similar lack of complete “alertness” 
to that which made the tragedy at Pearl Harbor 
on December 7 so great. Properly equipped 
naval units no longer have any excuse for being 
surprised. And there can be no doubt such a 
naval force as that which numbered the three 
cruisers among its ships was properly equipped. 

The excuse given for delay in announce- 
ment of the losses will not hold water. In the 
first place there was no possibility of keeping 
the facts from the Japanese. They knew the 
ships were gone, they watched them sink. Then, 
when the delayed announcement was made, 
with the explanation that the lost ships were 
now replaced, that was truly information the 
Japanese might not have known, That 
was deliberately announcing to them the 
fact of the replacements, a fact which could 
be of vital importance to Japanese strategists. 

As a matter of fact, both the Army and 
Navy Departments are frequently guilty of the 
same fault they are too prone to protest in 
others. The same military leaders who insist 
that only military experts shall decide matters, 
insist on themselves deciding important ques- 
tions in a field in which they are far from 
expert, the field of information for the public, 
While these military men decry “armchair 


strategists,” they are themselves guilty of © 


assuming armchair control over information, 
in which they are but rank amateurs, 


Elmer Davis, head of the Office of Public 
Information, is doing an excellent job under 
difficult conditions. Most of the difficulty is 
created by these same Army and Navy authori- 
ties who presume to know more about the con- 
trol of information than men who have devoted 
their lives to it. It is to be hoped that, event- 
ually, Mr. Davis will succeed in so changing 
the method of news releases from the fight- 
ing services that such examples of inexcusable 
withholding of information as in the case of 
the three lost cruisers will not be repeated.

If those all-important fellows, 
the Army censors, will listen to a 
well-meant bit of advice, I’ve got 
some for them. And it has nothing 
whatsoever to do with what they 
do or do not eliminate in the let- 
ters they scan. It concerns the out- 
side of the envelopes, instead. 

An acquaintance of mine who 
works in the post office told me 
that it is not infrequent to find a 
letter from some American soldier

in a foreign land which has passed 
through the hands of the censor 


and with the address on the en- 
velope obliterated by that same 
censor’s carelessness. 

Not all boys in the Army are so 
accustomed to letter writing that 
they address their envelopes in 
quite orthodox manner. Some put 
the address too far to the right, or 
left, of the envelope, instead of 
near the center. 

Now some censored. letters are 
re-sealed, after they have been 
opened and read, with a rather 
wide band of paper tape, gummed 
over the opened edge. And some- 
times this tape covers an essential 
part of the address, when it has 
been written too near the left edge 
of the envelope. 

Post office clerks, busy as they 


are, hate to see a letter written by 
some American boy in, say, Aus- 
tralia, impossible to deliver just 


'because the censor has ruined the 


address. So, they always do all 
possible to discover that address. 
They try to lift the gummed tape 
away, but too frequently it has. 
smeared the address into non- 
legibility. 

They have, in a few cases, been

able to deduce the name of the 
town by the street name in the 
address. If it was “Peachtree,” for 
instance, you’d be pretty sure it 
was Atlanta, even though you 
couldn’t read the “Atlanta” on the 


envelope. And Beale street would | 


probably be Memphis; Canal 
street, New Orleans, and so on. 


But this trick works only in a/| 


small proportion of cases. 


Another thing, Mister Censor. 
Many Army censors use a rubber 
stamp, with a blank space where 
the officer who has read the letter 
signs his name. And it is not un- 
known that this stamp, with the 
Signature, is carelessness placed 
over the address, again making it 
unreadable. 


It is tough to have to consign a 
letter home from a soldier over- 
seas to the dead letter office, just 
because of careless handling by 
some censor who, undoubtedly, 
never realized what he was doing 
and had nothing but the best in- 
tentions, 


But, you censor guys, please be 
as careful on this point as you 
can, won’t you.

Most of us can’t use our cars, 
nowadays, for out-of-town trips. 
Rubber and gasoline too precious. 


But that doesn’t mean the great 
American public has ceased from 
traveling. They still get around. 
If you doubt it, pay a visit, any- 
time, day or night, to the local 
railroad and bus terminals. 

I have had occasion to visit both 
the Terminal station, the Union 
station and the Greyhound bus 
terminal within the past few 
weeks. And all three were dimly 
crowded wfth humanity. Travel- 
ers report trains so full you are 
lucky to get a seat and every 
scheduled bus run is operating in 
two or three sections. 

Men in uniform are a goodly 
proportion of the travelers. Then 
there are the young men, not yet 
in uniform, but coming in groups 
to be inducted into the Army. 

All mingle together in friendly 
comaradarie. And _ emotional 
scenes as sons and brothers and 
husbands come home on furlough, 
to be met by their families, are 
frequent. 

Just how long ago, was it, since 
the railroads were complaining 
that the auto had taken practical- 
ly all their passenger traffic reve- 
nue? Now they aré perplexed 
as to how to handle the growing 
volume of this business.

But 
Mr. Bennett and Jim Farley, who 
got him the nomination in a 
knockdown contest with the Pres- 
ident and the New Deal, are wise 
enough to know that the Presi- 
dent had to do this. He couldn’t 
indorse Mr. Dewey, and if he had 
approved Dean Alfange, the nom- 
inee of the Eurvpean elcment 
known as the American Labor 
party, he would have made Dewey’s 
election certain. 

The upshot of it all is that right 
now the New Deal is rebuked. in 
New York, for both Bennett and 
Dewey are reactionaries. That is 
to say that théy are anti-Socialist 
and anti-Communist Americans 
and, in addition, it can be said 
with certainty that they are op- 
posed to a fourth term for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and that in the 
1944 convention Bennett will op- 
pose any attempt by Mr. Roosevelt 
to name his successor. 

It is obvious 
fact.| 


. Everyone in_ politics 
ae knows that Jim Farley 
has broken with Presi- 
oP dent Roosevelt, both 
personally and politically, and 
that he has not given up hope that 
he may be nominated in 1944. And 
everyone in politics knows, more- 
over, that Mr. Farley sees that he 
cannot be nominated himself, he 
will. yield his own ambition and 
join the other influential Demo- 
crats to oppose the New Deal in 
the 1944 convention. . 

The President’s letter to Ben- 
nett contained a very unpleasant 
insinuation that,Dewey would not 
uphold the national government in 
the conduct of the war if he were 
elected, 

“I accept\as a fact that I can 
count on full co-operation and 
unity between the conduct of the 
affairs of New York state and 
those of the national government 
if you are elected,” he wrote. 

In as much as the letter also 
mentioned Dewey by name that 
plainly suggests that he could not 
count on co-operation and unity 
between the state and national 
government if Dewey should win. 
There is, of -course, no basis for 
that insinuation, for Dewey is as 
patriotic and as loyal to the na- 
tional government against the ene- 
mies in the war as President 
Roosevelt, himself, or any other 
man,

should be elected, 


Is Elected he would tear in- 


to the corrupt New Deal organiza- 
tion, which uses a front of ideal- 
ism but collaborates with crooked 
local and state machines wherever 
they exist, and would do his best 
to send many influential crooks to 
prison. In particular, in Albany 
he would go after the disgraceful 
local machine which has prosper- 
ed for years under the eyes of 
Governors Roosevelt and Lehman 
and would run down a good many 
of the union crooks who have had 
license to rob workers and em- 
ployers under the New Deal's la- 
bor policy.

wood Moore was his name. Tall, kindly, with a liking for an occa- 
sional dram and a belief that Andrew Jackson was the greatest 
man that ever lived, I liked to listen to his stories of horses and 
dogs and men. He knew Pop Geers, the old 
trotting horse driver, and stories about him. 
He wrote poems, too. Good ones. He wrote 
one which Theodore Roosevelt liked. It was 
about the game fish, and the concluding line 
in each stanza was—“Only the game fish 
swims upstream.” Grantland Rice took that 
last line and wrote a poem of his own about it.

He has had 
three volumes of sonnets published. I guess he 
is the best known writer of sonnets in Amere- 
ica.

On the other side was one of his poems, “The Noise That 
Time Makes.” 


“The noise that Time makes in passing by - 
Is very slight but even you can hear it, 

Having no necessity to be near it. 
Needing only the slightest will to try; 


“Hold the receiver of a telephone 
To your ear when no one is talking on the line. 
And what may at first sound to you like the whine 
Of wind over distant wires is Time’s own 
Garments brushing against a windy cloud. 


“That same noise again, though not so well, 
May be heard by taking a small cockle-shell 
From the sand and holding it against your head; 


“Then you can hear Time’s footsteps as they pass 
if Over the earth, brushing the eternal grass.” 

I remember when he wrote that sonnet, 17 years ago. We 
always were talking about time. We hated clocks and watches 
because the constant tick-tick-tick was a voice saying, “A part of 
your life is gone... here goes another, and another and another.”

you believe in these things for us? If not, why should we help 
you?” 
High officials dare not discuss these things, for they have no 
answer to the charge of hypocrisy. It is a brazen hypocrisy that 
shames us before the world. We fight tyranny, yet will not clean 
our own hands. 

Are we willing to pay the price of honesty for victory? Are 
we willing to say to the people of all lands: ‘“‘We shall free you 
from the Japs and the Germans, and pledge ourselves to leave you 
free and respect your rights!” Are we willing forever to blot out 
the word “subjects,” and grant to all peoples, however weak, the 
right to govern and control their own lands as they wish?

The government yesterday con- 
cluded its evidence in the con- 
spiracy trial of State Labor Com- 
missioner Ben T. Huiet and two 
former labor department execu- 


tives, J. E. B. Stewart and Mar- 
ion A. O’Connor, with the testi- 
mony of attractive, blonde Mil- 
dred Holland, former secretary in 
the department, who testified she 
was removed from the state pay 
roll to do campaign work in 
Huiet’s 1940 re-election campaign, 
but retained her desk in the state 
office building and drew the same 
pay from the campaign fund she 
was receiving from the state. 


She declared Huiet called her 
into his office in May of 1940 and 
told her to look around for an- 
other job because the state ap- 
propriation for the division in 
which she worked was dwindling. 
About June, however, she said she 
again was summoned to the com- 
missioner’s office and was told she 
was being removed from the pay 
roll to go to work for the cam- 
paign, and she would be paid from 
funds contributed by employes of 
the labor department. 


Huffman Recalled. 


She emphatically declared Huiet 
showed her a bank book which he 
said contained records of deposits 
of employe gifts to the fund, and 
reiterated the story about the book

Our Dentists Get To Serve 
Only a Small Per Cent 


By Dr. William Brady. 


I do not wonder that some mem- 
bers of the dental profession have 
found fault with your articles edu- 
cating the public on the need and 
advantage of dental care (writes 
a dentist). They do not educate 
the public themselves, as they cer- 
tainly should, and they seem to 
object if anybody else does it. 
Statistics seem to prove that only 
15 per cent of our population go 
to the dentist at all, except for 
extraction. I recently offered my 
services to a large group of young 
men (18 to 22) about to enter one 
branch of military service,. and 
found that these young men aver- 
aged from “ive to twenty-five cavi- 
ties in their teeth. Many of them 
have lost most of their permanent 
teeth and need dentures. Many of 
them have never been to a dentist. 
Yet the dental code of ethics for- 
bids the dentist to try to educate 
even the people in his own com- 
munity—if he makes any such at- 
tempt he is advertising. So he can 
only instruct patients in his office 
—and hence his educational in- 
fluence can reach only 15 per cent 
of the people at best, the rest of 
the population never visiting a 
dentist’s office.

Neve? having read the dental 
codé of ethics I can’t understand 
how or why rong can object to 
any attempt to educate the public 
about the importance of regular 
dental care or treatment. 

But then, doctor, I do not. be- 
lieve it is my attempt to teach 
people how to save their teeth that 
irks my former friends, the den- 
tists, so much as it is my un- 
happy proposal that dentists vol- 


untarily relinquish trade use of 
the title of “Doctor” and adopt 
instead a more informative trade- 
mark, namely “Dentor,” so that 
strangers, when they see a sign or 
a professional card or letterhead [ 
or a printed name such as “Dr. 
John Doe” may be reasonably cer- 
tain that Doe is a physician. I 
made that proposal several years 
ago, and boy, I’m still getting 
vinegary letters from my former 
dental friends about it. 

Nevertheless, I still love the den- 
tists and all their works. Oh 
his request, accompanied with a 
stamped addressed envelope to 
carry the reply, I’ll send anw den- 
tist a complimentary copy of the 
booklet, ‘Save Your Teeth” and 
the pamphlet, “All That Gingivitis 
Is Not Pyorrhea,” so that he may 
have some idea of the teachings 
his patients get from me—and I'll 
be grateful for any criticisms or 
suggestions the dentist may make.

Mississippi State never had a chance. Neither did Ten- 

nessee. Too much Alabama line, for the most part.

. Looking back at the game with 
Ah, Ah, Coach! Georgia last year at Legion 
Field, Birmingham, I find it a bit difficult to reconcile the 
score with Coach Thomas’ statement that he doesn’t go in 
for razzle-dazzle football; that he plays not for the spec- 
tators but to win. 

When Tommy had Dixie Howell and Don Hutson 
he played a sort of razzle-dazzle style of football; last 
year against Georgia—Alabama 27, Georgia 14— 
when he had Jimmy Nelson, there was nothing so 
terribly conservative about the Crimson Tide. 

Let’s not be kidded about that. 

There are several interpretations on what razzle-dazzle 
really is.

Well, there is no sense in being 
secretive about one’s likes and dislikes in football, and so 
here is why I think Georgia will win. 

With the exception of tackles, I doubt Alabama 
has a thing on Georgia in line strength.

Association of America for the 
annual award. 
| Every member of the comfmit- 
| tee, composed of three writers 
from each city in the National 
| League, selected Cooper some- 
| where among their 10 top Stars 
‘and 13 of them placed him first 
'on the list. 
| There was not another player in 
the league whe was named on ev- 
_ery ballot and this fact, more than 
ithe margin of points, showed the 
high regard in which Cooper was 
held, 

SLAUGHTER SECOND. 

His teammate, Enos (Country) 
Slaughter, the hard-hitting right 
fielder of the world champions, 
came in second with six first place 
votes and a total of 200 points 
while Mel Ott, the manager and 
home run slugger of the New 
York Giants, was third with four 
first place nominations and 190 
points. 

Points were based on 14 for a 
first place vote, nine for second, 
eight for third, etc., and below the 
three top-ranking stars the com- 
mittee showed a wide diyergence 
of opinion. Only one other player, 
Shortstop Martin Marion, of the 
Cardinals, received a first’ place 
boost. 

Cooper received the Redbirds’ 
most difficult assignments 
throughout the season, beating the 
Brooklyn Dodgers five times, and 
in the judgment of the committee 
was more responsible than any 
other one player for getting the 
Cardinals into the World Series. 

His Ynisfortune in getting shelled 
for two home runs in the first in- 
ning of the All-Star game and fail- 
ing in both his starts against the 
New York Yankees in the series 
did not figure in the most valuable 
player consideration, which was 
restricted to performance during 
the regular league schedule. 

CARDS HOG HONORS. 

The winning of the pennant,

'on the services of all the Cardinals 
‘and no less than seven of the
